A few days since Ike reeeived an enor- 
mous looking package. through the mails 
pos-marked “‘Annapolis, Md.” ile opened 
it and pulled out a beautifully engraved 
commission, signed by Jopn Paul Jones, 
lord high admirs!, and addressed to Isaac 
Malone, skillet toter and camp cook, 

Then came the following notice: 

“Annapoiis, Md., February 2s, 1898.—Isaae 
Malone, Athens, Ga. Sir: The days of 
War are upon us ard every tirue Airican 
must show his patriotism and-obey the 
call of duty. 

“On account of the prevalence of vellow 
fever in Cuba and the fatal nature of the 
disease, it is necessary that our forces sent 
down there should be composed of as many 
niggers as possible. 

“Having been recommended to us by one 
of our most highlv-estecmed officers as an 
excellent man in the culinary department 
of a camp life, and as one whose ceath will 
not be felt as a serious loss in the commu- 
nity where you now live, it gives me great 
pleasure to inform you that afier duly 
considering all the papers laid before us, 
and after having carefully examined ail the 
evidence advanced in behalf of your claims, 
we conclude that you are proficient in all 
matters pertaining to your duties in camp, 
and do hereby appoint you skillet toter and 
camp cook in the United States navy. As 
testimony whereof, we send you, under our 
great seal, your qualitied certificate. 

“As your country is now in ereat dan- 
ger, and as the need of your service is ur- 
gent, proceed at once to Cuba. This being 
a most perlious expedition, you are earnest- 
ly advised to put ali your worldiy affairs 
in order and make proper restitution for all 
your evil deeds, as it is very probable that 
you will never have another chance. 

“Tt is sweet to die for one’s country, and 
Cuba, the land of molasses, is good for 
other sweet things. 

“Obey the orders herein contained and 
fail not under penalty of treason. 

“Commanded by highness, the chief 

“JOHN PAUL JONES, 
“Lord High Admirai.”’ 

When Ike heard the last sentence read, 
he became very much agitated and almost 
collapsed. Since he has been making his 
preparations for departure. 

Hundreds of negrocs have called upon 
him in order to get a glimpse of the darky 
who was so highly honored by the United 
States navy. 

Ike offers to swap places with any one 
who wishes to go to Cuba, but thus far has 
been unable to get a substitute.

An Election Held To Start a New Town 
in Bibb County. 


AN INTERESTING SITUATION DEVELOPED 


Bibb County Populists Hold a Meeting 
To Discuss Their Plan of Cam- 
paign—Other Macon News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—Judge C. C. 
Kibbee, auditor, has rendered his report 
in the case of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad versus Macon and Bir- 
mingham railroad on claims and counter 
claims of indebtedness which was incurred 
when the two aystems were being operated 
by Receiver W. B. Sparks. 

The Georgia Southern’ intervened, clailm- 
ing that the Macon and Birmingham owed 
it $4,542.90 for water rent, repairs of cars, 
damiged and lost cars, and for material 
furnished for the repair of cars. The 
Macon and Birmingham made answer de- 


nying all the allegations of the Georgia 
Southern and claimed that 
Southern was due it $28,388.73 besides in- | 
terest for lost cars and other matters. 
Auditor Kibbee, in” his report today, de- 
creed that the Macon and Birmingham 
was due the Georgia Southern H,342.90, the 
full amount of the 
claim, as indebtedness arising during the 
operations of the Macon and Birmingham 
by its receiver and constituting a part 
of the expenses of the operation of rhe Ma- 
con and Birmingham. The auditor a'so de- 
creed that the Georgia Southern was due 
the Macon and Birmingham $12,299.42 of the 
latter’s claim of $28,288.73. 
Town of Manchester. 

An election occurred today for the ‘n- 
corporation of a new town in Bibb courty, 
and situated about one mile from Macon, 
in the Vineville district, which was a 
surprise to everybody except those imme- 
diately interested. The proposed new town 
is to be called Manchester and embraces 
a territory of nineteen acres in which Les 
the Manchester cotton mills, the houses of 
the mill operatives and other property of 
the Manchester Mill Company. The move- 
ment for the incorporation of Manchester 
has been conducted very quietly. As there 
is no newspaper in the territory proposed

apply to the superior court for incorpotfa- 
tion and notice that an election would be 
held today by the ees voters to decide 
whether or not inecprporation was desired 
were posted in the district. but no noiice 
was ever published in the newspapers of 
Macon, so nothing was known of the move- 
ment by the public at large. The e‘ection 
today, which was held at Dye's store, re- 
sulted in favor of incorporation. The pe- 
tition incorporation has been filed i 
Bibb superior court. These proceedings 
have been taken in the manner prescribed 
by section 685 of the code of Georgia. The 
law requires only twenty-five petitioners. 
The petition for incorporation was signed 
by W. B. Maloy, J. P. Brooks, J. M. 
Brown, T. M. Couch, G. E. Couch and 
almost twenty-five others, all mill opera- 
tives. It is thought that the proposed in- 
corporation of Manchester grows out of the 
futiie effort. that was made at the iast 
session of the iegislature for the independ- 
ent incorporation of Vineville, which would 
have included the Manchester mil! project 
and which proposition was opposed by 
those interested in Manchester. It is un- 
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derstood that the movement to incorporate 
Vinevilie is not vet dead, and the Man- 
cnester people preferred their own incor- 
poration rather than be incorporated into 
Vineville. and they have moved quietly 
and perhaps effeetively. Manchester also

He was @ near neigh- 
bor and very fond of Mr. Talbot's father, 
John Talbot, who was aiso 4 member of 
the house of burgesses for many years. 
He and John Lynch signed the first decla- 
ration of independence at Williamsburg 
on the 4th day of June, 1774, two years and 
a month before it was signed at Philadel- 
phia on the 7th day vi July, 1776. My 
grandfather described Judge Lynch as a 
fiery red-headed old Irishman who hated 
the tories and everything English, and 
made it hig business to punish all who 
sympathized with Iengland in those days. 
He was a terror to all evil doers. He 
Had a number of devoted followers who 
carried out his commands, for whenever 
he heard of any one of his neiphbors ex- 
pressing sympathy or granting aid to the 
British he would have them warned that 
he was watching them. If the warning 
was unheeded he would have them brought 
to him, they were ridden upon a rail or 
given a coat of tar and ordered out of the 
state. If they still persisted against his 
orders, they were found strung up to a 
large oak tree, which I am told is still 
pointed out as Judge Lynch’s hanging 
post. 

“At the beginning of the revolution of 
1776 everything was in a state of anarchy 
and confusion. There were lawless men 
in those days and for self-preservation 
men had to make laws to suit the times. 
My grandfather said Judge Lynch was a 
man of intelligence, but he had a violent 
temper and was fearless of all conse- 
quences. He little dreamed of the dan- 
gerous legacy he left to future generations 
and in which his name would be forever 
immorialized.’’

MINES FILL HAVANA HARBOR. 


Electrical Engineer Declares He Pre- 
pared the Plant for Spain. 

London,.March 5.—According to the state- 
ment of a man whose cards describe him 
as being an electrical engineer, whose 
name cannot be disclosed, but which has 
been forwarded to Washington, sold to 
the -Spanish officers in London several 
years ago a large number of mines, eight 
or ten of which were placed in Havana 
harbor. He says they were made in a spe- 
cial way and had a specially and peculiarly 
constructed cable which, he contends,. he 
can positively identify if the smallest piece 
is produced. 

Some of the mines, the man continues, 
were constructed so they could be fired 
from a fort and two of them had bulbs, 
arranged so that they would explode on 
a vessel coming in contact with them. But 
the alleged electrical engineer adds that 
he does not believe the bulbs would be used 
in water as shallow as that of Havana 
harbor. He exhibited the plans of one of 
these mines which, he pointed out, was 
the most likely to produce the cffect de- 
scribed as causing the wreck of the Maine. 
It was numbered ‘'2” and was constructed 
to contain 500 pounds of gun cotton. 

This is the story told by the man who 
gives the impression that he has been a 
surgeon of engineers or has held some sim- 
ilar position. He was apparently thor- 
oughly posted on electrical matters and sub- 
marine mines.

NO CHANCES WILL BE TAKEN 


Cablnet Officers Are Watching the Sit- 
uatlon With Eagerness, 


— 


ADMINISTRATION GREATLY IMPRESSED 


Both War Branches Are Rapidly Be- 
ing Put in the Highest State of 
Efficiency To Meet Any De- 
mands That May Be 
Made. 


Washington, March 5.—The developments 
at the state, war and navy departments in 
connection with the Spain situation have 
divided themselves into two. district 
branches, one relating to the Maine court 
of inquiry and the other the natural and 
necessary steps to place the naval and mil- 
itarv arms of the service on an efficient 
basis. 

Concerning the court and [ts work the in- 
formation of the authorities here is of the 
most fragmentary character, and the high- 
est naval authorities declare that nothing 
is at hand to indicate even tthe tendencies 
of the members of the court from the ad- 
vices they have thus far received. 

The other general branch of the sub- 
ject, the activity in the various naval 
and military bureaus, continues with- 
out reference to the work of the court 
of inquiry. 

This activity up to the present time has 
not taken the form of: any concerted or 
elaborate plan of emergency preparations, 
but haS been manifest mainly through com- 
which, taken to- 
gether, have shown that the heads of de- 
partments were not ipactive in preparing 
their branches of the service for any re- 
quirements which it was possible might be 
made upon them. 

A member of the cabinet stated today 
that there should be no misunderstanding 
or misconstruction of thase steps. For in- 
stance, all of the manifold movements, par- 
ticularly in the west, are simply Geclared 
to be in pursuance of plans long ago 
adopted by the fortifications board for de- 
fense of the coast. 

There is no concealment of the fact, 
however, that the administration is 
impressed with a sense of duty in put- 
ting, the two war branches in the high- 
est state of efficiency to meef any 
emergency. 

There is no disposition to anticipate an 
emergency or to say that a situation will 
develop which will call into use the prepa- 
ration now on foot. On tthe contrary, the 
highest authorities of the naval and mili- 
tary branches say they do not expect an 
emergency, but are performing the duty al- 
lotted to them of being ready for any re- 
sult that may come. 

Senor Du Bose, the Spanish charge, call- 
ed alt the state department today and had 
a short talk with Judge Day concerning 
recent filibustering movements. The . de- 
partment desired to get fuller information 
than had thus far been furnished. It is 
understood the dispatch of warships and 
other subjects which have attracted much 
interest in the last few days were in no 
way referred to. 

The departure of Major Wilson, chief 
ofvengineers of the war department, for 
the south, it is now admitted,’ is for the 
purpose of inspecting fortifications and 
river and harbor improvements. His trip 
may extend to Dry Tortugas in the gulf 
of Mexico.

MADRID PAPERS 
DISCUSSING WAR 


Possibility of Conflict With United States 
ls Folly Handled. 


TWO VIEWS ARE ENTERTAINED 


One Faction of the Press Says There 
Is Little Probability of Trouble. 


ANOTHER DECLARES FOR BATTLE 


General Trend of All Editorials Is That 
Spain Will Be Able To Take Care 
of Herself in Any Event. 


Madrid, March 6.—Discussing the ru- 
mors of the possibility of war between the 
United States and Spain, the’ Imparcial 
says the Spanish government “‘is not allow- 
ing itself to be hurricd by alarmists’ state- 
ments in the Madrid and foreign press.”

Big Strike at New Bedford May Come to 
End Temerrow. 


THE IDLERS HAVE DISAGREED 


Weavers So Far Have Prevented the 
Possibility of a Settlement. 


FINANCIAL AID HAS NOT BEEN ENOUGH 


Probabilities Are Strong That All the 
Men Will Return to Old Places 
When Mills Open Tomorrow. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 5.—The end of 
the seventh week of the str’ke in this city 
finds the operatives very much disappont- 
ed because affairs are not going to suit 
them. 

Tie funds of all the unions except the 
spinners have been reduced to almost notn- 
ing and even tne union members have to 
depend uvon outside relief to a large ex- 
tent. While the union members,have puiled 
tugethe: pretty well all threvgh the strike, 
a rupture is promised secon on account of 
the weavers’ fines question. 

The weavers have made the fines ques- 
tion t! primary corsideration in th 
strike situation and the manufacturers 
have declared they wou'd not listen to any 
terms of settlement as long as the we‘ivers 
stuck to the fines issue. This has blocked 
any action toward a settlement that the 
other four unions might have been induced 
to take, and now that the weavers have 
agreed to decide upon some form of a 
proposition of the fines question to be pre- 
sented before the joint. conference of 1 
weavers, Manufacturers and state board of 
arbitration, there is no question 
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the other is not made, the other unions 
outside of the weavers will meet and take 
action of some kind. It has become com- 
mon talk that this action will be taken. 

President Gompers’s visit here yesterday 
did not result in any essistance being prom- 
ised by the American Federation of Labor 
ana according to the strike leaders’ state- 
ment, this was the only resource the opera- 
tives had to depend upon to secure funds 
with which to fight the Matter to a finisa. 

The collections from outside this week 
will not amount to any more than they did 
during the weeks before, when less than 
$3,000 was received. This amount was only 
a drop in the bucket for 8,09 to 3,000 idle 
operatives and under the circumstances 
only one end can be seen—that the strikers 
will have to return to work.

London, March 5.—Now that time and 
opportunity for reflection have been allowed 
by a temporary cessation of the patriotic 
and bellicose statements which, since the 
wreck of the Maine have been the chief 
feature of the special cable dispatchs from 
the United States, the English are begin- 
ning to realize the depths of the pro-Cuban 
feeling in the United States, with which 
the thoughtful element here cordially sym- 
pathize, although they still belleve the 
Maine inquiry will absolve Spain from com- 
plicity in the disaster. ‘ 

An impression, almost amountng to con- 
viction, prevallis that public opinion wi} 
compel the government of the United States 
to acknowledge the Cubans as Delliger- 
ents and to intervene between Spain and 
Cuba. The very calmness and patience of 
the people of the United States tends to 
confirm the conviction here that Americans 
have become awure that their govern- 
ment it preparing to satisfy the country’s 
aspirations when the auspicious moment 
arrives. 

Every one in this country acknowledges 
the dignity and self-possession with which 


the cabinet of President MeKinley has | 


been handling th!s most difficult affair, | 
and this attitude of the United States gov- 
ernment has had a ereat effect in influ- 


encing opinion on this side of the Atlantic.

Americans express themselves as 
much gratified at the friendiy 
which the British government has evinced 
toward the United States. By advice of 
the British government ship builders and 
dealers in munitions of war here {fnsist 
practically upon cash payments In the 
case of orders booked by Spain. It seems 
the Spanish embassy, When bargaining 
with the ship builders and other firms, in- 
directly sugested that Great Britain sym- 
pathized with Spain. This goming to the 
ears of the British government, the latter 
lost no time in putting the firms which 
are in the habit of doling government work 
on their guard. 

Another rumor which has decidedly 
pleased the Americans was that the gov- 
ernment has succeeded in obtaining com- 
plete plans of the principal Spanish har- 
bors and their defenses. 

In short, both Americans and Engl{sh- 
men have about concluded that the present 
calm has been brought about by President 
McKinley in order to allow the comple- 
tion of preparations for defense and for 
possible initiative action, and few people 
here ‘will be sorry when a _ decision 
reached and the long standing tension is 
ended. 

Operators on the stock exchange are in- 
clined to leave American securities alone 
until the crisis is settled. They burned 
their fingers during the past week, the net 
result of the see-saw movements being 
that London lost considerably to New York, 
and although there is no doubt to the 
tinal outcome, it is feared the struggle will 
2ause the trade of the United States to 
suffer severely. Hence London purchases 
at present are not likely to be appreciable.

The Correo, organ of the Cariists, calls

URGENT DEMANDS 


Separate Highest Military Court Mast

SERIOUS CRISIS IS PROMISED 


Both Reichstag and Bundesrath Sus- 
tain the Bavarian Claims. 


LEADER OF THE PARTY INSISTS UPON RIGHT 


Emperor’s Speech When Swearing in 
Navy Recruits Brings Him Cen- 
sure from Hohenlohe. 


Berlin, March 5.—In the reichstag this 
week during the debate on the reform of 
the military code remarkatle statements 
were made by Von Hertling, the Bavarian 
centrist leader, and Count Von Lerchenfeld, 
the representatives of the Bavarian gov- 
ernment. 
Both asserted that if Bavaria was not 
allowed to retain a separate highest mili- 
tary court, there was danger of a very 
serious crisis. Baron Von Hertling added: 
“The  separatisis have been much 
strengthened lately, their sentiment being 
Shared not only by the masses, but by the 
upper and even the highest circles.”’ 
The minister for war, General Von Goss- 
ler, admitted that Bavaria insisted upon 
senvarate military courts, and thought the 
Question was debatabie, which condition, 
he added, would be supported by the fed- 
eral and imperial constitution. 
The reichstag, like the burglezrath, sup- 
ported Bavaria’s claims. 
Ata dinner which the imperial chancellor, 
Prince Hohenlohe, gave to the parliamen- 
tary leaders tae same evening, he asked the 
Pavarian representative what was the 
actual feeling, and received the reply that 
Bavaria for some time had been decidedly 
prossophobic, the regent anda the whole 
Bavarian court sharing this feeling. 
Relief Bill Is Amended. 

In spite of the strenuous opposition of 
Dr. Miquel, the minister of finance, and the 
whole government, the Prussian dict has 
amended the government bil for the relief 
of the victirgs of the Silesian Woods. in- 
creasing the appropriation frorn b,/00,900 to 
10,000,000 marks. A number of delezates 
gave harrowing details of the distress ex- 
isting, and insisted upon more prompt and 
generous help. Dr. Miquel denied the 
urgency of the case; but the house siuck 
to the anendment. The Silesian provincial 
chamber this week also appropriated 1,000,- 
00U marks for tlhe inrmediate relief ot the 
sufferers. 
Passag?s in Emperor Williaim’s speecn at 
the swearing in of the naval recruits at 
Wilhelmshaven recently, already cabled to 
the Associated Press, and one intimating 
the proxknity of a naval war in which 
Germany would be concerned in which his 
majesty said that ‘‘when the day comes 
when Germany will Lave to show her power 


at sea I hope and trust al! of yourwill be 
ready to spill your blood as yOudr Yore- 
fathers did,’’ was much commented upon. 


The address was impromptu and the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press learns 
that on the emperor’s return Prince Ho- 
henlone at the first opportunity remon- 
strated with his majesty, pointing out that 
his utterances were calculated to seriously 
disturb Germany’s good foreign relations.

At the recent ambassadorial! dinner Em- 
peror William had a long conversation with 


United States Ambassador White on the 
subject of Captain Mahan’s books. His 
majesty said he had read them all with 


the greatest interest, had induced this min- 


isters to do the same, and expressed tire 
opinion that the captain had rendered_a 
great service to al! nations, to Germany 


as much as to the United States. 

There have been large strikes in a num- 
ber of German cities. In Berlin 12,000 shoe- 
makers have struck for a uniform scale of 


wages, and it is thought the shoemakers 
elsewhere will join. The cabinet makers 
of Hamburg and Altona have struck for 


nine hours’ work per day, and at Dresden 
%,000 cigarette makers have gone on strike. 
There are similar reports from Charlotten- 
burg, Stettin, Koenigsburg and Sorau, and 
big strikes are impending in the Rhenish 
mining districts. 

The United States embassy has addressed 


another strong remonstrance to the Ger- 
man government calling attention to the 
unfair mehods adopted at many of the 


revenue sations in regard to the importa- 
tion of dried American fruit’ and fruit 
refuse. The complaints come mainly from 
the Rhine district. Several carloads were 
stopped at Kaldenkirchen several weeks 
ago on the plea that an examination wus 
necessary, but the examination has not yet 
been made. Large quartities of dried 
fruits have been similarly refused admis- 
sion into Bonn since February 198th. ‘Thea 
officials of the embassy point out that such 
methods are contrary to the wording and 
to the spirit of the Bundesrath decree, 
which deals only with fresh fruits, and they 
demand redress. |

His. Eighty-Eighth Birthday and 
Twentieth Year of His Elevation 
to the Apostolic Chair. 


Pope Leo XIII was eighty-eight years old 
on March 2d. Just one day later ver 
the twentieth anniversary of his elevation 
to the apostolig chair. No wonder that 
death's mark is set on the man who has 
lived so long and has been chief dignitary 
of the Roman Catholic church for 60 
many years. They have been years of de- 
voted attention to the welfare of the vast 
religious body of which he is the head and 
honored father. 


Leo XIII was born at Capineto, in one 
of the papal states, March 2, 1810. His name 
is Joachim Vincent Count Pecci. He comes 


of a noble family and has been highly edu- 
cated. He looks every inch the man whe 
should be at the head of a great religious 
order. As he officiates in the big basilica 
or in the Sustine chapel he seems like a 
being who belongs to the world of eth2?eal 
things. Thin and pale, with piercing eyes, 
the ascetic life he has led gives him the 
appearance of being chiseled out of mar- 
le. 

W lrite and old as he looks, however, there 
is a magnetism about the man that inspires 
respect, almost awe, and makes one wonder 
hew a man so old and so much like the 
statues that are around him can possess 
the remarkable vitality that is shown in 
every movement of the tall form.

“Tf re was ever &@ time when the ideas 
of peace answer to the desire of tne peop*‘e, 
it is undoubtedly now, when the words of 
fraternity, brotherhood, peacefulness and 
tranquillity are on every man’s lips. The 
sovereigns and their minisiers ug‘ee all 
over the wor'ld to declare that what they 
wish and desire, that the continual objects 
of their efforts, is peace and concord. And 
they approved by all the powple at 
large who have nothing but hate and re- 
for ware and their consequences. 
Such a repulsion ig legitimate and hoiy. 
for if war igs sometimes necessary to 
peace itself, it always carries along with if 
innumerable and terrible calamities. And 
war would be at the present time much 
more horrible than it ever was, favored as 
it is every way in its work of destruction 
and progress in the art of killing by the 
variety, the precision, the power of both 
the lighters and the instruments which 
they use.”’

The greatest speech that Mr. Pryan has 
delivered in Alabama was the one he made 
in Mobile on last Friday night. Most of 
the Alabama bonds held in the state are 
owned by citizens of the Guif City. There 
are comparatively few debtors in Mobile. 
It stated that only one house there in every 
hundred has qa mortgage on it. Mr. Bryan 
Was advised of facts and concluded 
that Mobile must be Alabama's gold stand- 
ard town, if the state possessed one at all. 
When, therefore, he walked upon the stage 
of the Princess theater and looked down 
upon as fine and as representative an audl- 
ence as he ever beheld in his life, the same 
fort of inspiration came to him as did on 
the occasion when he made his memorable 
epeech in Chicago.

For 
the first half hour the audience, a large 
percentage of which was uncomfortably 
Situated, displayed some little restlessness, 
The Standers rocked from one foot to the 
Other. After a little while, however, Brvan 
fot them under his mesmeric charm.

UNDERWRITER MAY TURN UP. 


Merritt Wrecking Company Not Un- 
easy About Missing Tug. 

Norfolk, Va., March 5.—Absolutely noth- 
ing has been heard here to indicate that 
the tug Underwriter, wh-ch left here Thurs- 
day for Havana, towing the derrick Chief, 
is either saved or lost. 

The sole reason for fear on her account 
is that she must certainly have encoun- 
tered the terrible Thursday night and Fri- 
day morning gale off Hatteras. 

However, the fact that no sign of her 
or her tow has been seen by any. life-saving 
crew between Cape Henry and Hatteras is 
taken as a very favorable sign, Meaning 
that the tug must have outridden the gale. 

Had she been wrecked, something would 
have been heard of her, unless she foun- 
dered. which is very improbable. 

The impression at the Merritt Wrecking 
Company’s office here is that she has, of 
course, had a rough trip, but will show up 
at either Havana or Key West safe enough. 
She has not had time, under normal condi- 
tions, to Make these ports. 

The local office knows nothing of the 
tug’s crew or equipment, except in a gen- 
eral way, as she merely stopped in here 
en route from New York and gja not come 
up into the harbor.

Abandons Its Trip.

WILL BE GOVERNMENT'S FAULT. 


Florida State Board of Health Dis- 
cusses Quarantine Situation. 
Jacksonviile, Fla., March 5.—Secretary 
Matthews, of the state board of health, 
says that if any conflict shal] arise between 
Florida and the federal authorities over the 


enforcement of quarantine on April 1st, it ‘ 


will be due to the federal authorities and 
not to those of this state. 

The Florida state law provides for the 
enforcement of quarantine on May Ist, but 
as a matter of exigency, the state board of 
health is empowered to pass rules that 
shal! have the force of statute law. 

At the last meeting, which was held itn 
January, upon the advice of Secretary of 
the Treasury Gage, acting upon the sug- 
gestion of Surgeon General Wyman, the 
state board of health passed the April Ist 
rule, and has since instructed its agents at 
various Florida ports to enforce it. 

Surgeon General Wyman made the sug- 
gestion under the opinion that danzer from 
infection by yellow fever should be guard- 
ed against earlier this year than last. 

The governor of Florida has no jurisdic. 
tion over the state board of health further 
than to call it together. This may be done 
if the circumstances warrant and will 
probably be done if the president so re- 
quests, for this state and its officials have 
&lways dieplayed.a like acquiencence in fed- 
eral requests, and especially in a -matter 
of extraordinary exigency.

The Objects of an Organization Which a 
Congressman Heads. 


TO RELIEVE CONGESTED CITIES 


The Desire for Homes To Be Fostered 
and the Ambition Aided. ~ 


WAS ORIGINATED BY LEADING CLERGYMEN 


Congressman Gunn, of Idaho, Tells of 
His Organization and Its Work. 
Prominent Men Interested. 


Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—Here 1s 
the work of a congressman in which the 
people of the south will be particularly in- 
terested. This particular congressman is 
Colonel Gunn, the representative at large 
from the state of Idaho. He is a man of 
strength and force, who is a close and hard 
worker and yet who finds time from his 
political duties and his attendance to the 
affairs of his constituents to devote to prac 
tical work on another line. 

Colonel Gunn is president of what is 
known as the National Home Seekers’ As- 
sociation. The object of that association is 
to induce industrious people to leave the 
overcrowded cities and settle on some of 
the millions of acres of fertile but unoccu- 
pied land in the southern and western 
states, where their labor will at least give 
them a living, and in time will give them 
pleasant homes surrounded by productive 
fields and fruitful orchards. 

No &cheme in It. 

There is no real estate scheme back of 
this association. The officers do not own 
land themselves nor do they in any way 
represent those who do. Their aim is to 
arouse sentiment in home owning and so 
far as they are able, to furnish the opportu- 
nity for the fulfillment of that ambition 
when aroused. 

Talking today about the association and 
its work, Congressman Gunn, who is an 


eminently practical man, outlined it to me 


in this way: 

“We want the people to go on to the land 
where they will become self-supporting. 
Charity is well enough in its way, but it 
tends to make men dependent. The object 
of the Homeseekers’ Association is to make 
men independent. There are plenty of 
worthy industriously inclined men, skilled 
and unskilled workmen, who realize that 
the cities are over-crowded and that the 
best thing for men to do who are uncertain 
as to employment its to go out onto the 
land. God knows there is plenty of fertile 
iand in the United States awaiting the 
touch of the plow to yield an abundant 
harvest. Whenever a fellowman does any- 
thing toward getting these landless men 
located where they can at least make 
an honest living, he is doing a humane and 
benevolent act. 

“We are not looking after all the unem- 
ployed by any means, nor after the pau- 
pers. We aim to hep those who have a 
There are plen- 
ty of honest, intelligent, {ndustrious men 
who are having a very hard time of it in 
the over-crowded cities. Let us help them 
that they may become self-supporting and 
prosperous citizens, an honor to the coun- 
try. 


Approve the Plan. 


“T am now in correspondence with the 
governors of the various states and other 
prominent personages, and the plan of the 
association is meeting with unqualified in- 
Gorsement. Members of the national exce- 
utive committee have been elected or ap- 
pointed in half the states, and I expect 
within a week or so all the states and terTm- 
tories in the union will be represented. 

“The association is not a money making 
institution. It is purely philanthropic in 
purpose. None of the officers 
any solames or other compensation, and 
the governing body is not interested in the 
sale of land anywhere. The expense is mct 
by vcecluntary contributions. So far I have 
borne much of it myself. It is one of the 
most beneficent of movements for the up- 
liftire of humanity, and it should meet 
with enthusiastic popular approval.”’ 

Other Officers of the Association. 

The other officers of the association are 
as follows: Marcus P. Beebe, president of 
the Bank of Ipswich, South Dakota, and 
“olonel Frank Dryden, of Maryland, vice 
presidents; George E. Girling, editor of the 
Irrigation Age, secretary and treasurer, 
and the Rev. Dr. John Rusk, pastor of the 
Militant Church of Chicago, chairman of 
the board of trustees. 

Secretary Girling, who has from the start 
been an active factor in the organization, 
is now located here in Washington, where 
he can be in close touch with the associa- 
tion’s president. He gave me a little more 
of the inside facts of the organization. 


Originated Among Chicago Clergymen. 


In response to my question he said: 

“The Homeseekers’ Association was or- 
ganized about three years ago. Its origina- 
tors were a few of the active spirits among 
the clergymen of Chicago, who were ready 
to take wp what they felt to be a work 
for the betterment of humanity, for the 
enlarging of the field of usefulness of the 
working man, for giving to labor a greater 
share of the wealth it creates, for giving 
a wider apportunity to those who are seek- 
ing to ra’se themselves from the dead level 
of the life of the wageworker, and for 
surrounding the average man witn better 
social, industrial and educational condi- 
tions. It was thought that the fundamental 
purpose could best be accomplished by tak- 
ing up first the turning of the tide of im- 
migration from the larger cities to the 
country farms and smaller towns. 

“Itswas found that a method. of practical 
benefit to those in quest of homes was to 
furnish them with reliable information as 
to the localities in which they were inter- 
ested, and which they could not obtain 
themselves except at considerable expense. 
Then to educate the people to a proper ap- 
preciation of country homes by 
means of public lectures, illustrated by 
stereopticon~views and supplemented by 
descriptive literature prepared by eminent, 
conservative. substantial men, competent 
to exprese opinions reliable and _ trust- 
worthy. We have held public meetings in 
a number of cities and are now arranging 
for more, Last ‘September our first 
national ¢onvention was held in Chicago 
and another will be held during the coming 
summer. 

“Tt is desired that representatives from 
every state and territory in the union et- 
tend the second national convention, bring- 
ing with them all the facts and statistics 
obtainable regarding their states as to 
resources both agricultural and mineral, re-

BLISS OPPOSES “FREE HOMES.” 


Chairman of Indian Affairs Committee 
Is Ready with Report. 

Washington, March 6.—Chairman Sher- 
man, of the Indian affairs committee of 
the house, has received from Secretary 
Bliss a communication in which the latter 
takes strong grounds against the adoption 
by the house of the “free home’’ amend- 
ment to the Indian appropriation bill adopt- 
ed by the senate. : 

The secretary thinks such legislation 
would be inexpedient, as it would be tax- 
ing the entire people for the benefit of the 
few. The letter points out that ghere are 
two classes of lands which will be af- 
fected by the proposed legislation. 

The first of these are the lands held in 
trust by the government for the Indians to 
be disposed of for their benefit, for which 
a direct appropriation of approximately 
$12,000 would have to be made to reimburse 
the Indians. 

The second class are those lands purchas- 
ed direct from the Indians for specific sum4, 
aggregating $25,000,000 in round numbers. 
This money was to be reimbursed to the 
United States by persons who settled on 
the lands. Probably half of this land has 
been entered by settlers, upon which there 
is paid by them less than a million dollars. 

The total loss, therefore, to the govern- 
ment which the enactment of the $$ free 
homes clause would entail would approxi- 
mate $36,000,00. 

Secretary Bliss also shows that the pro- 
posed legislation might embarass the-agri- 
cultural colleges Which received a stated 
sum each year from the proceeds of the 
disposal of public lands within the bounda- 
ries of the states in which they are located. 


WILL BE CHOSEN BY PRIMARIES. 


Jefferson’*County, Ala., Method of Se- 
lecting Candidates. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 5,—(Spectal.)— 
Candidates for the legislature from Jeffer- 
son county will be chosen by the demo- 
crats at a convention instead of by pri- 
mary. The \tcounty executive committee 
held a meeting today and decided to re- 
scind the action taken two weeks ago, when 
the primary plan was suggested.

Chicago, March 5.—The Times-Herald will 


tomorrow say that Dr. Edwin Klebs, pro- 


fessor of pathology and bacteriology in the 
Postgraduate Medical school, has discovered 


the cause of yellow fever. 

As a result of a series of experiments 
extending over two months he has isolated 
the ameba which is without doubt re- 
sponsible for the disease, and he has been 
able to trace its developments through a 
number of stages in the various organs of 
the body. 

Professor Klebs made his experiments 
with the stomach, duodenum and liver of 
two patients who had died of the fever In 
Mobile. The material was sent him by Dr. 
Herman Mohr, of that city. The professor 
first sought for the bacilli known as Lana- 
s but found no trace of 
them at He then went to work on his 
own account and by the aid of a special 
dve composed of fuchsine, methylene blue 
and methyl green he succeeded in isolat- 
ing the desired germs. 3

Government Cannot Have Movements 
of Vessels in Any Way Molested.

Washington, March 5.—There is promise 
of a new and unwelcome development of

The bill came to the house from the 
senate with seventy-two amendments, 
many of them important and _ including 
the free homes provision, that for the dis- 
position of the gilsonite lands in Utah and 
for the ratification of several Indian 
treaties. 

Instead of going immediately to confer- 
ence as is usual, the bill Mas been in 
charge of the regular house Indian com- 
mittee. The latter, without any oppos't ‘on, 
has voted to disagree to all the senaie 
amendments except gilsonite clause, 
which is’ to be concurred in with an 
amendment, and the Seminole = Indians’ 
agreement is to be amended by adding the 
Kiowa agreement. 

Representative Eddy, of Minnesota, has 
given notice to the committee that when 
the b!ll is called wp in the house he will 
move to concur in the senate amendments 
for the free homestead legisiation. This 
will be stubbornly fought, as the committee 
has decisively voted it down.

MORTGAGE FOR

ral instead of a feast. 

We were ruminating about all this in si- 
lence, when suddenly my wife seemed star- 
tled and whispered, “I heard a footfall at 
the window.

Before I could answer, the sweet, sad 
strains of minstrel music began low and soft 
and the violins and guitar played to the 
fitting song of ‘Old Folks at Home.” ‘The 
minstrels had reconnoitered and found that 
Only we were at home.

It is like locking through a kaleidoscope 
to recall the days and weeks and months 
and years that have intervened since—a 
kaleidoscope that at every turn of the sands 
of time presents another picture of life; its 
joys and sorrows, its trials and 
its blessings. What changes, what 
surprises, and in the midst of it all 
a war—a long and horrid war that always 
looms up before our memories and eclipses 
ell that was before or after, But on the 
whole the lines have fallen to us in pleas- 
ant places and we have had more joy 
than sorrow, more comfort than distress. 
God gave us five children before the war 
and five more came after and we are 
thankful that only we, the parents of 
them, shared and suffered all the Jong 
anxiety and they knew it not. God grant 
that neither they nor their children shall 
be so tried, so troubled, so strained in mind 
and heart for four long years, while the 
days seemed weeks and the weeks months. 
3ut we endured it all and thousands of 
others endured and suffered more. What 
is it that man and wife cannot endure 
when their children are at stake. The poet 


Says: 

“They who joy would win— 

Must share it. Happiness was born a twin.” 

2 oe it is the same with grief and affiic- 
on. 

I have had some most delicious reading 
lately. It is the address delivered by Dr. 
Hunter McGuire on January 22d last past 
at the St. Denis hotel, in New York, at the 
eighth annual banquet of the confederate 
veterans’ camp of New York. city. It must 
be, I know, the most beautiful and thrilling 
tribute to Stonewall Jackson ever written 
or spoken by any man. Dr. McGuire was 
Jackson’s medical director and most confi- 
dential friend and has t0ld in this address 
more touching incidents connected with :the 
great general’s military career than I have 
ever found and they are beautifully, charm- 
ingly told. Every page of this littie booklet 
is adorned with them. It ts not often that 
medical men indulge in biographica! liter- 
ature, but Dr. McGuire is certainly a man 
of rare culture. I read this address aloud 
to my wife and daughters last evening and 
at times I couid not read. I had to pause 
and wait for my heart to be still and my 
voice to come back to me. These 
always tell me when what I read is in- 
spired. How did our hearts burn within 
us as I read and how was our patriotism 
revived and set aglow with a new. fire. 
Even on the first page he awakens us from 
that lethargy which time and current 
events bring over the best of patriots 
for he says: ? 

“Tt was with a swelling heart that I re- 
cently heard rome of the first soldters and 
military students of England declare that 
within the past 200 years the Eneclish speak- 
ing race has produced but five soldiers 
of the first rank—Mariborough, Washington, 
Wellington, Robert E. Lee and Stonewall! 
Jackson. I heard them declare that Jack- 
son's campaign in the Shenandeah valley 
was the finest specimen Of strategy and tac- 
tics of which the world has any record: 
that in this series of marches and batties 

was rever a blunder and that this 
campaign was superior to either of those 
made by Napolecn in Italy. One British 
officer who teaches strategy in a gereat 
European college, told me that he used this 
campaign as a model and dwelt upon it 
for months in. his lectures and that it was 
taught fn all military schools of Germany 
and Van Moltke declared it was without a 
rival in the world’s history. ‘“Indeed,”’ he 
added, “Jackson seems to mé to have been 
inspired.’ Another British soldier of high 
rank and a trained student of war told me 
that for its numbers the army of Northern 
Virgimia had more force and power than 
any other army that ever existed. 
ell, that is enough for a starter—a 
starter of the blood in the patriot’s veins. 
Sometimes I feel like I would be proud 
to have been born a Virginian, where these 
great soldiers lived—Wastington, Lee and 
Jackson—and where Jefferton and Madison 
and Monroe and Patrick Henry and John 
Marsh2ill lived. 1 wish that every 
old soldier and every young 
man in th*s southern land could read this 
splendid address. I fear that ft *s too long 
for 2 single issue pf The Constitution. for tt 
is near 7.0 words. but nothing better could 
occupy its columns. It Treads like a ro- 
manee and if there aré 4ny youne men in 
Georgia who are inclined to make 
of the war the nernes! of this adresse will 
make them ferl ashamed that they ever 
entertained such unpatriotic feelings. e

Here is a new Arkansas traveler, His 
name is D. F. Jeftus. Attired. in an old, 
home-spun jeans suit, with slouch hat and 
progan shoes, he walked into The Constitu- 
tion office yesterday morning, with the 
somewhat surprising announcement that he 
intended to be the next president of the 
United States. He hails from Camden, 
Ark. By profession, he is an unordained 
Methodist minister. When he is not preach- 
ing he writes poetry. It is this last emi- 
nent qualification which he says will land 
him in the presidential chair. In face and 
‘feature he resembles Joaquin Miller; his 
poetic style is something akin to -bloody 
Stephen Crane; his philosophy is not unlike 
Walt Whitman’s erratic mental paces.

Pepper and Salt Cloth. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 

Everybody knows that there is a woolen 
mixture called ‘‘pepper-and-salt’” which is 
much used for making men’s clothing, 
trousers, particularly, but few persons per- 
haps know how the mixture originated. 
It was in a Connecticut village, in January, 
1778, just 120 years ago, and here isthe story 

At that time a young soldier visited his 
home in Connecticut. His companions were 
He had ob- 
tained a furlough in order to pay a visit 
to the members of his family, his mother, 
a sister fourteen years old, and a brother 
aged ten. 

After the first greetings were cver the 
mother asked: 

“What do you want? Is there anything 
we can do for you?” 

‘y want a pair of knee breeches,” said 
the young man. ‘“These I have on beiong 
to another fellow and he will have to stay 
in bed or under his ragged blanxet until 
I get back.” : 

The mother’s countenance fell. . 


“We cannot get them. We have nothing 


—_ 


containing about enough for half a pair of 
knee-breeches. But one black leg and one 
white leg would never do. By a happy 
thought, or a lucky accident, the young 
girl combined ‘the two sorts and produced 
that inconspicuous, serviceable mixture, 
Since known as “pepper and salt.’’ 

With the wool obtained it was compara- 
tively easy to spin’it into thread and weave 
it into cloth. Spinning wheels and hama- 
looms were in those days part of the ordi- 
nary household furniture, and all the wo- 
men, young and oid, were skilled in their 
use. 

Besides, in the trying days of the revolu- 
tionary period, women who had previously 
lived in luxury were forced to take upon 
themselves the most arduous tasks, while 
the men of the family were away fighting 
their country’s battles. It is a matter of 
history that during the whole eight years 
of our nation’s struggle for independence 
the women of the country kept the entire 
population clotheh without calling in the 
aid of any foreign power. These brave 
foremothers did the spinning anda weaving, 
and tailoring and plain sewing for an 
army in the field, and for the children and 
the old folks at home, as well as providing 
fOr themselves, 

in the case of this young soldier, the 
mother and daughter worked together to 
make the cloth first, and to make the knee- 
breeches afterwards. It should be remem- 
bered that in thase days all men wore knee- 
breeches and long stockings. The stock- 
ings were knit by hand, and by women, 
who had previously spun the yarn. So it 
will be seen that when this young soldier's 
mother and sister ha@ made the knee- 
breeches, their task was only half done. 
It is supposed that they had already knit 
new stockings for him previous to his visit. 

At any rate, when the young man left 
home to return to Valley Forge he was 
fitted out in good style. He carried with 
him his comrade’s knee-breeches, and wore 
the first pair of ‘‘pepper-and-salt pants.”

He was convicted of having 
beaten this wife, but notwithstanding this 
Mrs. Braun forgave her husband and ex- 
pressed sorrow because of his imprison- 
ment. She has been living in New York 
city with her children. 

Mrs. Braun decided to visit her husband 
this afternoon. She went to State Detec- 
tive Jackson’s office and inquired for her 
husband. He had been serving in the mess 
room, acting as a potato pecler. When 
the two met they kissed each other and 
were very friendly. They sat for half 
an hour conversing only a few feet away 
‘from the desk of Detective Jackson, who 
was present. 

Finally Detective Jackson informed 
Braun that his time was up, but Braun 
pleaded for a little time longer. Because 
of the trouble Mrs. Braun had taken to 
pay her husband a visit the plea was 
granted. 

Suddenly Braun raised his arm and the 
detective saw the glitter of a long, thin 
knife. Braun brought it down with fearful 
force against the left side of his wife's 
meck. One cut severed the great blood 
vessels and almost instantly the woman 
Was dead. 

Detective Jackson sprang upon the con- 
vict, but Braun had time to gash the wo- 
man’s head several times more. Two other 
convicts who were in the corridor came 
to the detective’s assistance and the mur- 
derer was subdued. 

Warden Sage had him removed to the 
death house, but not, however, before an- 
other knife similar to the one he had 
stabbed his wife with was found conceal- 
ed in his pocket.

MAD ANTHONY WAYNE’S ESTATE 


He Was Given Confiscated Property 
as a Reward for Patriotism. 

Newark, N. J., March 5.—(Special.)—Few 
Georgians are aware that Major General 
Anthony Wayne, of revolutionary war 
fame and known in picturesque parlance 
as ‘‘Mad’’ Anthony, was given a 
tract of land in Chatham county by a 
grateful legislature at the close of the 
struggle between this and the mother coun. 
try. The original deed of conveyance is 
held by Mr. F. I. Chandler, of this city, 
and is a very interesting document. 

The deed was executed on two sheets of 
parchment, now yellow and brittle with 
age, and the contracting parties wére Gov- 
ernor Edward Telfair and General Wayne. 
The portion of the paper wherein the cause 
for the cession of the property is set forth, 
reads as follows: ‘“‘Whereas, Brigad:-er, 
(now major) General Wayne, hath since 
his commanding the forces of the United 
States within this state, renderéd great 
and meritorious services to this country 
by driving in posts of the enemy, and with 
a very inferior force Keeping them con- 
fined to Savannah; and whereas, the gal- 
lant and judicious conduct of the said gen- 
eral highly merits the general attention 
and approbation of this staié; 

‘Resolved, That the sum of 4,000 guineas 
be granted to three commissioners to ba 
appointed by this house for the purpose of 
purchasing an estate for Brigadier Gene- 
ral Anthony Wayne, in such part or paris 
of the state as he shall appoint,” ete. This 
clause is an extract from the legislative 
enactment and is quoted by the governor in 
the official deed of transf2rence. The act 
Was passed May 1, 1782. Fe 

A still more interesting chapter of the 
affair, as indicating the stirring nature of 
the times, is that part of the deed which 
relates to the circumstances under whch 
the estate was purchased. By special fed- 
eral encctment it was decreed that the ¢s- 
tates of all persons guilty of treasonable 
conduct should be confiscated by the state. 
For some reason not explained in the deed, 
Alexander Wright, a large land holder 
of Chatham county, had come under the 
ban of this ordinance. On June 13, 1782, the 
three commissioners attended the sale of 
his property at Ebenezer, an@ bidding for 
General Wayne, obtained it for 3.900 
pounds. The location of the estate is de- 
ecribed in detail, and the document gets 
forth that it is situated in Chatham coun- 
ty, near Goshen, and is composed of two 
parcels of land, Known respectively as 
Richmond and Kew. The recording of the 
deed was witnessed by County Clerk James 
Buttock, of Chatham county, June 20, 1787. 
: Whether the valorous “Mad” Anthony 
ever personally occupied the estate, or how 
he disposed of it at his death, are interest- 
ing topics on which, of course, no light 
is shed by the formal terms of the ancient 
deed.

Managers of the Orphanage ef the South 
to Convene In Atlanta. 


TO BE IN SESSION THREE DAYS 


Conference Has Been Called for March 
23d to 25th. 


MANY DELEGATES HAVE BEEN INVITED 


The Orphanages of Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, Alabama and Ten- 


nessee To Be Represented. 


Georgia, North and South Carolina, 

Alabama and Tennessee have been in- 
vited to hold a conference in Atlanta, 
March 23d to 25th. Distinguished speakers 
and workers from all the homes will be 
present. Mk 

The public sessions -will. be held in 
Trinity church, and in the orphans’ homes. 
All the Atlanta homes have joined gladly 
with the North Georgia Conference home 
in this invitation to their fellow workers. 

The public has but little idea of the great 
work these homes are doing. In Atlanta 
there are four, besides two for negroes. 
The orphans’ home at Decatur has doubled 
the number of its inmates in the last year, 
and the new Dean hall is nearly full, and 
the officers of the home must soon have 
more room. Mother TayTor, of this home, 
came near being killed last week by being 
thrown from a buggy. She could easily 
have escaped herself, but in trying to save 
one of the babies she was badly hurt, but 
is now improving. There are now over 100 
orphans in this home. 

The Baptist home, on Courtland street, is 
ably managed by Mrs. A. D. Adair, Mrs. 
John H. James and other noble women, 
and their work is increasing all the time, 
and is very prosperous, 

The Hebrew orphans’ home {gs a_ very 
handsome building. Mr. R. H. Sonn is a 
superb manager, and the orphans under 
his care are well trained. He has met with 
great success in his work, and the home is 
an honor to Atlanta and the Hebrews. 

The Home of the Friendless is always 
crowded with little orphans. Mrs. L. B. 
Nelson, assisted by a corps of noble ladles, 
is interested in the work. 

Atlanta also has two colored homes doing 
a large amount of work, the Carrie Steele 
and one on Leonard street under the care 
of Mr. Lattm 

dest in America. 

The Bethesda orphanage, in Savannah, 
under the able presidency of Colonel J. H. 
Estell, of The Morning News, is the oldest 
orphanage in the United States and in 
America. It was founded in 1750 by George 
Whitfield, and is now 148 years old. It 
fives shelter to more than 100 boys, and has 
blessed the state with thousands of noble 
men, one of them rising to the governor's 
chair. In Savannah the girls’ home, under 
the care of Mrs. Bragg, is doing very suc- 
cessful work. 

In Augusta the orphan asylum is a great 
institution, with handsome buildings, large 
endowment, and under the able manage- 
ment of President H. H. Hickman. Mrs. 
A. W. Freeman is the competent lady 
manager. 

The South Georgia Conference home, at 
Macon, and the Appleton home are doing a 
very successful work. The St. Joseph’s 
orphanage, at Washington, was recently 
burned, but Father O’Brien, the successful 
manager, will doubtless soon be building 
again. They are helping many boys. 

Homes in South Carolina. 

In the old south state there are many 
homes, with probably the Thornwell or- 
phanage, at Clinton, under the loving care 
of Rev. W. P. Jacobs, D.D., who is well 
known in Christian fields of work. The 
orphan housa, in Charleston has the largest 
number of inmates of any in the southern 
states, and President George W. Williams 
and Miss A. K, Irving, the manager, are 
proud of the work done. The Epworth 
orphanage of South Carolina and the Bap- 
tist hame at Greenwood are very active in 
religious work. Other homes are blessing 
that estate. 

In North Carolina the Masons have a 
large home’ with 211 inmates, under the 
excellent care of Mr. N. M. Lawrence. At 
Barnum Springs, Hickory Grove, Charlotte 
and several other points good work is 
being done by these homes. 

In Alabama and Tennessee there are 
about twenty homes. 

It will make a very important gathering 
where sO. many consecrated and gifted 
workers gather.

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As to Party Tests. 

The Macon Telegraph is now trying to 
comfort itself with the assertion that 
democrats who believe in democratic 
principles; and who make those princi- 
ples the basis of party fealty and their 
acceptance the test of democracy, are 
radicals with a big R. Much good may 
the employment of such an epithet do 
this opponent of the party. 

‘If those who believe in democratic 
principles were merely radicals (with a 
big R) in the eyes of The Telegraph's 
editor, there would be little room for 
contention. and none atall for com- 
plaint. But the .trouble with him is 
that he believes and announces that the 
democrats of Georgia are “‘repudiators;”’ 
that they are in favor of “dishonest” 
measures, and that they are a set of 
rascals engaged in steering “the biggest 
and boldest bunko game” ever known. 

What is most astonishing of all is the 
fact that this editor who denounces the 
demoerats of Georgia as “repudiators” 
and bunko steerers, is trying his best to 
make arrangements whereby he may act 
with those rascals in the state campaign. 
To gain qhis end, he wants the principles 
of the party, and all of the declarations 
of the party platform brushed aside for 
the convenience of himself and those 
who believe with him. We say this is 
most astonishing of all because it is im- 
possible to understand the desire of a 
man to associate himself in any capacity 
with those whom he nublicly denounces 
as repudiators and bunko stecrers. 

We should think that virtue, if not 
modesty, would cause him to get as far 
away from such a crowd as possible, and 
yet here he is, arguing, contending, in- 
sting and claiming that an arrange- 
ment should be made to give him an 
opportunity to suppert a candidate 
whom he has practically denounced as a 
bunko steerer. For he knows perfect- 
ly well that, no matter which democratic 
candidate is nominated fn the primary, 
he will have to support a man who 
claims to be ardentiy in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, and, indeed, of 
every feature of the platform. Candler 
is a zealous advocate of the free ¢oinage 
of silver; so is Atkinson, and Berner 
Bays he stands squarely on the Chicago 
platform. 

Therefore, in the eyes of The Tele- 
graph’s editor, they are all engaged in 
bunkoing the Ameriean people. Why, 
then, should he desire to support one of 
these men in the primary, or elsewhere, 
and why should he desire to associate in 
any way with a party that is irrevo- 
cably committed to promoting a plan 
which he denounces publicly as a game 
of bunko? ‘That is what we fail to un- 
derstand. 

Apart from this, the democratic test is 
perfectly simple. It is safe to say that 
no party has ever proposed or prepared 
a platform entirely satisfactory to all 
its members. Such a thing has never 
been heard of and never will be as long 
as human nature continues to be what 
it is. We are perfectly sure that no 
democratic platform was ever framed, 
every feature of which was in complete 
accord with the views and desires of all 
the democratic voters. To do this would 
be an impossibility. 

Democratic unity ts not based on im- 
‘peceable platform declarations, but on 
the fundamental, the immortal principles 
of the party. and on the readiness with 
which the democratic masses submit to 
the will of the majority clearly ascer- 
tained and expressed. On this readi- 
ness of the minority to submit to the 
will of the majority.the republic itself 
is founded. It is, therefore, fundament- 
ally necessary not only in party organi- 
zations, but in the organization of the 
government itself, 

The reason we insist on making the 
Chicago platform a test in primaries is 
because it is the genuine constitution 
of the party. It was practically made 
by theqeople in the primaries. I+ em- 
anated from the masses, and was merely 
indorsed and confirmed by the national 
convention. We donot say that a man 
is not a democrat because he cannot in- 
dorse and affirm every feature of that 
platform; but we do say that the man 
is not a democrat who cannot accept 
the platform and submit to the will of 
the majority. Moreover, we say. and 
the whole people will agree with us. that 
the man who goes about denouncing his 
party platform and declaring that those 
who are engaged in promoting it ‘are 
bunko steerers, is anything but a dem- 
ocrat.. Nothing can made him a dem- 
ocrat.

Now Is the Time. 

The Chicago Times-Herald declares 
with some impatience that the time has 
come for the present administration to 
re@pem its platform obligations with 
respect to Cuba, and that, in the event 
o* its failure to meet’the demands which 
are pow made upon it, defeat at the polls 
for the republican party in the next pres- 
idential election will be inevitable. 

Ordinarily, the expressions of this con- 
servative newspaper are decidedly tem- 
perate, but in addressing itself to the 
present situation it drops its customary 
equipoise and discusses the problem of 
the hour with considerable emotion. ‘TO 
quote briefly from some of the recent 
editorial expressions of this paper, the 
following brief paragraphs are selected: 

The time is up and the final step, how- 
ever costly, must be taken and will be 
taken by President McKinley. if he would 
avoid the Cuban perils that hover over his 
party and his country. 

The vultures circling over the wreck of 
the Maine in the harbor of Havana have 
more patriotism than the political vultures 
who are poised to take a@vantage of furth- 
er delay in regard to Cuba. 

Lo what we may, we cannot avoid the 
possibility of war over Cuba. And in view 
of that last resort,.the American people, 
wishing and praying for peace, Must make 
every preparation for war. Even though 
the United States should offer to assist 
Cuba to buy her independence by guaran- 
tee'ng the payment of the purchase price, 
administering the revenues of the island to 
Secure itself, there is no means of knowing 
that Spain woule@ accept the proposition. 

Intervention in Cuba, peacefully if we 
can, forcibly if we must, is immediately in- 
evitable, Our own internal political condi- 
tions will not permit its postponement. 
Who that has marked the ‘signs of the 
times does net see that “war for Cuban 
liberty’ looms before us as the only rally- 
ing standard of the legions of our own na- 
tional discontent. 

This is extraordinary language, com- 
ing aS it does from one of the most 
avowed champions of the present admin- 
istration. Evidently the situation in 
which President McKinley finds himself 
placed with Wall street on one hand 
and the liberty-loving people of this 
country on the other, is embarrassing 
in the extreme; but the time has come 
for him to declare himself. 
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Blundering Administration. 

‘Nobody has ever found out why the 
Maine was sent to Havana; but the 
sending of the vessel to that harbor 
was simply an incident, just as her de- 
Struction was an incident. These events 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
duty and responsibility that have been 
pressing on the people of this country 
Since the Cuban patriots renewed their 
struggle for liberty. 

The revolutionists had the example 
of the American people before them, and 
they have carried on the war even more 
successfuly than the ‘American patriots 
did during the first two or three years 
of their struggle. The Cubans have 
suffered as much and made just as many 
sacrifices as the American people did. 

The fact that our government has held 
aloof so long is a disgrace to humanity, 
and although it wilfully misrepresents 
the purpose and desire of the people, 
vet its attitude of indifference—indif- 
ference marked by a desire to aid Spain 
covertiv—should be a source of humili- 
ation to every patriotic American. Two 
years ago it had but to raise its hand 
to bring the struggle to a close, leaving 
Cuba free and independent. Today it 
is pursuing a policy which is evidently 
intended to give Spain every opportunity 
to place her navy and her army on a 
war footing. 

The administration cries “peace,” and 
yet its agents are running hither and 
yonder preparing for war, and these 
preparations are in the nature of a warn- 
ing to Spain to get ready for war. This 
she is doing by the purchase of war- 
ships, no doubt with money borrowed 
from the gold syndicate now managing 
American affairs. 

Intervention two years ago would have 
saved thousands of lives and millions of 
property and treasure. Prompt inter- 
vention six months ago would have 
found Spain unprepared, andthe whole 
affair would have been brought to a close 
without so much as creating a disturb- 


ance, But the high financiers willed it 


in Spain’s rapid preparations for the 
war which the administration threatens, 
though it cries “peace.” 


Bonded Warehouses for Cotton. 

Our southern farmers will be deeply 
interested in the bonded cotton ware- 
house experiment which is now being 
thoroughly tested at Charlotte, N. C. If 
thig experiment succeeds, it will give 
rise to the establishment of similar ware- 
houses in other parts of the south, and 
much of the embarrassment to which 
our farmers are subjected each year by 
reason of their inability to wait for bet- 
ter prices before marketing their cotton 


will be happily obviated. 

T is nothing difficult to under- 
Stand in the bonded cotton warehouse 
experiment. Its plan is perfectly sim- 
ple, and there is little reason to doubt 
its feasibility. Mr. Wade H. Harris, in 
: ae current number of The Manufactur- 


the warehouse at Charlotte, * 
offers much encouragement on the score 
of its practical results. He states that 
the warehouse at that place is bonded 
for $100,000 in one of the leading securi- 
ty companies of the United States, and 
that its receipts for cotton placed in its 
care can be accepted with absolute faith. 
In explanation of the manner in which 
the plan operates, he states that if Farm- 
er B at the beginning of the season finds 
that cotton fn the market is worth only 
5 cents per pound, he can take his bales 
to the warehouse instead of sacrificing 
them in the market. In return for what- 
ever cotton is deposited by him in the 
warehouse he receives from the owners 
thereof certain receipts or certificates 
to be surrendered back to them when- 
ever he chooses to withdraw his cotton 
for the purpose of putting it upon the 
market. The charge which he is re- 
quired to pay for the storage of his cot- 
ton in the warehouse is only 15 cents 
per bale per month. On account.of the 
bonded character of the warehouse and 
the absolute security which attaches to 
its certificates, it ig possible for Farmer 
B, at any bank in the city, to realize on 
these certificates any amount within 
1 cent per pound of the the market value 
of his cotton at the time. If the mar- 
ket value happens to be only 5 cents 
per pound, he can borrow fully 4 cents 
per pound on it, and still retain his cot- 
ton for ultimate sale when prices are 
better. In this,way he can realize with- 
out sacrificing his crop, four-fifths of its 
cash value at the beginning of the sea- 
son. When he gets ready to sell he can 
surrender his certificates to the 
owners of the warehouse, withdraw his 
cotton therefrom, dispose of it in the 
market at a good price, turn over to the 
bank the amount borrowed and put the 
snug difference in his pockets. 

Mr. Harris argues that the establish- 
ment of bonded cotton warehouses over 
the south means vastly more to our 
farmers than the mere ability to wait 
until better prices are offered for cot- 
ton. He contends that this system 
will place the marketing of the cotton 
crop entirely in the hands of the farmer, 
and that he will thus be enabled to con- 
trol prices. In the adoption of the 
warehouse system the writer professes 
to see the pledge of decided improve- 
ment in the condition of our southern 
farmers. 

Without undertaking to pass judgment 
upon the merits of the system at this 
time, The Constitution fierely calls at- 
tention to its main features for the pur- 
pose of giving its readers some informa- 
tion upom the subject. Besides the 
bonded cotton warehouse which ‘has been 
established at Charfotte, N. C., one is 
also to be established within the next 
few months at some convenient place i 
the state of South Carolina: Success- 
ful financiers and business men in both 
sections of the country warmly advocate 
the system, and believe that its adoption 
will prove of great benefit to the south. 
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His True Colors. : 

In 1893, when ‘The Constitution was de- 
nouncing Cleveland for his betrayai of 
a great trust to which his acceptance 
of the democratic nomination had com- 
mitted him, and for selling out his par- 
ty to the money changers, some demo- 
crats thought that our criticism was ex- 
treme.

2ut The Constitution contended that 
Cleveland’s disregard of implicit pledges 
would bring the party to wreck and ruin 
if representative democrats did not 
make haste to enter vigorous protests 
against his course. 

We take it fof granted at this day and 
time that every democrat, including the 
most doubtful. must be satisfied that the 
colurse pursued by "he Ccmstitution 
and other represcntative democrats was 
both necessary and sueecessful. W hen 
Cleveland stepped down and out; and 
was no longer in a position to engage 
in midnight dickers with gold syndicates 
—dickers in which the interests of the 
people were deliberately sacrificed 
bartered away—he found the party he 
had tried to wreek stronger than ever, 
and more harmonious than it had been 
in forty years. 

Even then there were those who, de- 
ceived by the ponderous platitudes un- 
der which he hid his real purposes, im- 
agined that he would continue to act 
with the democratic party. Asa matter 
of fact, ‘he repudiated the party when 
he repudiated his pledges, but he has 
recently made that repudiation public in 
a letter written to the billbynum con- 
gregation of assistant jrepublicans in 
Pennsylvania. In that letter he says: 

I cannot account for the arrogant confl- 
Gence of the free silver forres except upon 
the theory that they are led to believe that 
there is very little aggressive effort to be 
made by their opponents, If any one be- 
lieving with us supposes that free silver 
can be prevented from controlling the two 
houses of the next congress without effec- 
tive organization and hard work, the 
quicker he abandons that idea the more 
useful he will be as a sound money man. 

l am so @€arnest in my desire to see our 
country blesse@ with safe money and a 
Suitable financial syStem that I am of the 
opinion we ought to give patriotic and con- 
sistent support to any plan which insures 
this result and which has the elements that 
promise its successful advocacy. 

As the “free silver forces” include 
the democratic party, it will be seen 
that Cleveland makes his repudiation as 
complete as possible, and for the sake of 
the party, we are glad that it has been 
made public. ‘The party bore the load 
once; it could not afford to do so again. 

Cleveland is not in 2 position to en- 
ter into a midnight dicker with the 
agents of the gold trust; he cannot sell 
out his party and the interests of the 
people by turning the public treasury 
over to the rapacity of the bond forcers: 
but ‘he is evidently of the opinion that 
the general bargain he made with them 
includes the exertion of his influence 
against the interests of the people. 

We feel sure that the shrewd men who 
used him as their tool would not give 
a stiver for his influence now. There 
is not a county in the United States that 
he could carry against any other candi- 
date of any other party. It seems be- 
yond belief that this man ever had the 
confidence of democrats.

they feel a thrill of patriotic pride in the 
passage of the act and pay but little 
thought to the proviso. All Georgians 
want to be seen amd heard and talked 


about at Omaha, and all know that theiry 


state, in the exhibition of natural resources, 
can line up with the other forty-four with- 
out the slightest fear of the result, but 
unless they are directly and personally con- 
cerned in ft they do not bother much as 
to how the thing is to be done. 

They forget the proviso which the legis- 
lature has made, and which the constitu- 
tion of the state compels them to make. 
They observe with gratification that the 
governor has obeyed the law and appointed 
fifteen capable men on the commission 
which has been authorized, and they in- 
dulge the hope that the $15,000 which the 
commission says is needed will be enough 
to give Georgia the splendid exhibit she 
deserves. But they forget that all these 
things do not accomplish the good work in 
hand. and that when they look upon the 
enterprise as an accomplished fact, ft fs, 
in reality, only in the most imperfect em- 
bryo. 


Of course the reader of this is not includ- 
ed in the foregoing sweeping charge, but

who are: How would he go about the col- 
lection of $15,000 in Georgia for any pur- 
pose? Where is it? Who has it? What will 
they take for it? And then let him thor- 
oughly understand that in geeking the 
money he must manufacture his own as- 
sets, coim his own values to exchange for 
values received, and starting out on noth- 
ing, brmg back the $15,000 without receiv- 
ing one cent in payment for his own-time, 
his own labor and the wear and tear on his 
heart and his intellect and his conscience 
and his love for and faith in his fellow 
men. 

if a man can do that he is the biggest 
sort of man, and if he fails in trying to do 
it, he is just as big in everything but good 
fortune. Those who today are trying to 
carry out the instructions of the legislature 
in the matter of the Omaha exposition are 
making a fight for Georgia compared to 
which the effort to oppose General Sher- 
man’s hospitable mtentions in 1863, was as 
cheerful as a possum supper. And it ts the 
purpose of this article to teil briefly how 
the Omaha commissioners ere making 
their fight and to minimize so that ft will 
be appreciated and believed the opposition 
that they have to contend against. 

The chairman of the commission ig For- 
mer Governor Northen, and up to date he 
has manufactured most of the assets 
which he and other members have tried to 
exchange for cash, Durirg the recent ex- 
tensive trip of the commission—on which 
the facts herein narrated were obtained— 
Colonel Northen distributed fram Atlanta 
to Brunswick, from Brunswick to West 
Point and from West Point back to Atlan- 
ta an anrount of information about Geor- 
gia and a burning wake of argument in 
favor of state progress that was worth 
more to the acre than any cotton ever 
grown. 

As the head and front of the traveling 
Party boomed Georgia with an energy 
Which inspired his companions—and none 
of them really needed imspiration—with an 
enthusiasm which made them all beomers 
on a devel with himself. Barbour Thomp- 
son and George C. Smith booméd for the 
railroads; Henry Richardson boomed for 
the newspapers: D. B. Dyer boomed for 
the manufacturers; John F. DeLacy boom- 
ed for the municipalitiex, and others boom- 
ed away in the interest of other enter- 
prises. And the whole chorus of their 
booming was a plea not to leave Georgia 
out of the magnificent display of states 
that is to be madg at Omaha—not to hu- 
millate her as she wes humiliated during 
the time when 21,000,000 of people walked 
through the world’s fair at Chicago in- 
specting the resources of cOmmMmonwea)ths 
that Georgia could drop into one of her 
eold mines and yet seeing nothing that 
Georgia had ever produced.

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Tie booming was done from car plat- 
forms, on street corners, in courthouses, In 
theaters and wherever else auditors eould 
be obtained.

They pointed out that 
it was not a personal matier with them— 
that it Was something in which the entire 
state was concerned, and very vitally con- 
cerned. They said that they were after the 
money of their hearers, and they proceeded 
to @isplay the goods they had for sale. 
They spoke of the vast undeveloped re- 
sources of Georgia, and showed how much 
had been accomplished already by what 
little advertising individual citizens had 

able to put out. 

 orher called attention to the fact that 
all the candidates for office were appealing 
to the people for votes on 4 platform of 
lower taxes, and that the people them- 
selves were alarmed at the steady increase 
in the tax rate. They drove home with 
facts an@ figures the argument that there 
could be no lower tax rate until there was 
an uplifting of taxable values, and they 
showed that the easiest way to get more 
property value is to attract more value to 
property. They showed how the building 
of the city of Fitzgerald had in one year 
added $732,000 in tax value to the county of 
Irwin, an@ how the building of a2 cotton 
factory, or the development of a gold mine 
or a stone quarry in any part of Georgia 
lifted a little the burden of taxation that is 
resting alike on all other parts of Geor- 
gia. 


These were the assets which the com- 
mission carried with them in their journey 
and on which they want to borrow $15,000 
from the people, and it is only a matter of 
borrowing. Those who saw and understood 
them did not hesitate to contribute Some- 
thing to the loan, but out of the 2,000,000 
péople in Georgia there are still about one 
million and nine hundred and ninety thou- 
sand who apparently think with the in- 
different citizens already quoted, that 
“there'll be enough without me.” But will 
there? The commission today has but $4,000 
tn cash that they can lay their hands’ on 
when they want it, and a conservative.es- 
timate only gives them #%4,000 more as a 
possible contribution in return for the ef- 
forts they have made in their travels 
throughout the state. 

The time limit in which they must apply 
for space at Omaha expires day after to- 
morrow, and if this article has not eon- 
vinced anybody that it is difficult to raise 
the needed $7,000 additional] in two days, let 
him try his hand at getting some of it. 
He will not have a bit of trouble in finding 
people who can afford to give at least a 
small portion of it—and the commission 
isn’t used to handling very large sums— 
but it. will be necessary for him to do a 
whole lot of plain talking before the money 
is turned over to him. And then, for the 
first time, he will appreciate what these 
patriotic, earnest, honest and big-bearted 
men who are called upon every few 
months to override the provisos of the 
legislature have to contend against. 

For the Omaha exposition isn’t the first 
thing that has encountered a proviso—and 
it won't be the last. ye S.

POLL OF THE EDITORS OF GEORGIA 


Of the Democratic Weeklies, 18 Are

dler—Lively Politics 
Ahead. 


What may properly be called the first 
gun of the gubernatorial campaign has 
heen fired in the interest of Colonel Can- 
dier by a number of representative demo- 
erats from various parts of the state, who 
met at the Kimball in this city 
yesterday to consider ways and means of 
furthering the active canvass which his. 
friends had aiready begun. The meeting 
was the direct outgrowth of the recent or- 
ganization of Candler clubs in many of 
the cities, and was ‘brought about by a 


suggestion that much practical good could 
be accomplished if all of these clubs could 
be associated in one central body. The 


suggestion was communicated to several 
leading Candler men, and they acted on it 
with a promptness that speedily put the 
plan in definite shape. They did not even 
stop to consult Colonel Candler. 

Letters were sent to the secretaries of 
each of the Candler clubs througheut the 
state, and they were requested to call 
meetings of the several organizations for 
the purpose of sending delegates to a gen- 
eral conference in Atlanta. The time for 
this conference was fixed for yesterday, 
and during the past ten days the clubs 
have been getting together and complying 
with the request. There was not stffictent 
time for some of them to select delegates, 
but even these responded either by letter 
or telegram to say that they would have 
renraeentatives here at the second meet- 
ing. On the whole the replies were of 
@ nature that vastly encouraged the pro- 
moters of the enterprise, and its success 
was assured before the first delegate 
reached town yesterday morning. ” 

Lively Time at toe Kimball. 

The club representatives came from all 
directions, and long before noon the lobby 
of the. Kimball house contained an ani- 
mated throng of well-known Georgians 
that logked as though the state was on 
the wd of a meeting of the legislature, 
or the holding of a democratic convention

Headquarters Opened Here. 

As soon as these resolutions forming a 
permanent organization went through, Mr. 
Brown’s temporary election as chairman 
was made permanent, and the committee 
began to discuss ways and means of inau- 
gurating the work they had in hand. It 
Was at once decided to secure the rooms 
they were then occupying, if that were 
possible, and a contract was epeediiy clos- 
ed with Manager Scoville to the’ satisfac- 
tlon of both sides. This was especially 
gratifying to the committee, not only be- 
cause rooms 114 and 116 are about the 
most convenient and access'bie in the hotel, 
but because they have been intimately as- 
sociated with conspicuous political victories 
in the past. The state democratic comm 't- 
tee occupied them during the last cam- 
paign, an@ they were Steve Clay’s head- 
quarters When he made his winning fight 
for United States senator. 

Chairman .Brown sald he would at once 
assume the duties of his office and take 
charge of the headquarters, but he urged 
that he be given active help and co-opera- 
tion in this because his professional duties 
would not permit him to remain here 
constantly. He was assured that every 
club would be only too glad to furn'sh 
him such assistance as was necessary. The 
election of other officers was. postponed 
for the present, and in the’ meantime the 
chairman will appoint such sub-commit- 
tees as will be necessary to look after the 
details of campaign work. Among these 
will be an executive committee represent- 
ing all the congressional districts in the 
state, whose duty it will be to look after 
all matters not directly requiring the atten- 
tion and consideration of the ciubs. 

For Uniform Primaries. 

The members of the committee discussed 
the practical side of campaign affairs and 
spoke of many things affecting their work. 
The following resolution was introduced as 
a result of a number of short and forci- 
ble speeches urging the recommendation 
it contains: 


“Resolvad, That it is the sense of this 


organization that there should be a pri- 
mary election held in each county of the 


state on the same day and that the fullest 
opportunity should be given each and every 
voter in the respective counties to cast 
his ballot for the candidate of his choice. 

“Resolved further, That the friends of 
each of the other candidates for governor 
are cordially and earnestly requested to join 
this organization inp a commun cation to 
the state democratic exccutive committee 
at its approaching meeting for such action 
as will second this result.”’ 

It is believed that both Judge Atkinson 
and Senator Berner, either directly or 
through their friends, will join in this pe- 
tition to the state committee, not only be- 
cause of the eminent fairness of the re- 
quest but beeause it gives them all an 
exact and intelligent basis on which to 
make thé@ir canvass. The Candler com- 
mittee took this view of it, and the passage 
of the resolution was the last formal ac- 
tion of their first meeting. Colonel Cand- 
ler, who knew nothing of the meeting at 
first, was brought in and shook hands 
with the delegates, but was only able 
stay a few minutes. He-wus very elad, 
he said, to know that he wouid be so weil 
represented in Atlanta during the cam- 
paign, and he thanked each of the mem- 
bers individuallly for the activity they 
were displaying in his behalf. 

The Different Headquarters, 

With Colonel Candler’s persona] head- 
quarters at Gainesville and. that of the 
Central Candler Campaign Club at Atlanta, 
it is safe to say that active operations 
will be begun at once, not only at those 
two central points, but at the headquarters 
of both Judge Atkinson and Senator Ber- 
ner as well. The former is already estab- 
lished in the Equitable building, where 
Judge Sam’ Atkinson and Senator Harry 
FEF. Dunwody have alternated in looking 
after his interests. The judge’s duties as 
railroad commissioner compel him to re- 
main in Atlanta, and as his law offices are 
in the same rooms, it is probable that he 
will be abie to be present in person a good 
part of the time. This will be of material 
advantage to him in some respects, for he 
has a most happy and genial way of hand- 
ling his callers and can Keep closely in 
touch with the progress of the campaign 
from start to finish, 

Senator Berner was in town on Friday, 
but he came and went so quickly that 
even the newspaper men did not have time 
to learn very much as tp his plans.

Right here is 
where the split is going to come. ¢rhe 
masses Want a republican state ticket; the 
bosses are going to ‘see that they don’t 
have it. The masses say there is enough 
juggling and corruption among the bosses 
tc disgust the honest voter. They say a 
republican convention would promptly 
censure the present bosses and oust them 
wherever it is possible. They say the 
charge that the present horde of office 
holders do not ‘want any accession to the 
party is true because it would imperil the 
aforesaid bosses and curtail their almost 
unlimited power. 

“Rucker has held federal office for near- 
ly twenty years. So’‘has Walter Johnson. 
The other bosses have had pie from eight 
to fifteen years, and today what is the 
party in the state, except a meant to Keep 
these office-hoiders in good fat jobs? The 
men who are trying to have a respectable 
party are disgusted.

Relic of the Colonial Period Is in At- 
lanta—A Study of Its Pages Is 
Very Interesting. 

An interesting relic of the times of Wash- 
ington is now in the possession of T. C. 
Randall, of Rome, who is now stopping at 
1u7 Ivy street. ° 


Th.s relic is in the form of a newspaper, ® 


characteristic in every detail of that period. 
It is a four page diminutive sheet, having 
the curious f-shaped s of the colonial times, 
the Quaker ‘“ye’’ for the and printed on 
coarse, heavy paper. 

In conspic.ous type it bears the name 
of The Ulster County Gazette, under which 
is Kingston, Ulster county, New York. It 
was printed by Savannah Freer, date Jan- 
uary 4, 1800. In an upper corner of the pa- 
per is ‘“‘Volume II, No. 88.” 

The principle article in this issue of the 
couonial press see€Ms to be a piece of news 
which had at that time plunged the entire 
country into the deepest gulf—the death of 
Washington. ,There follows an elaborate 
account of that great general’s death. 

There is in another column an advertise- 
ment of the sale of a negro wench. Again 
is seen a quaint advertisement asking after 
a lost red bull. The distressed owner asks 
the finder to please return to ‘“‘the print- 
ers.”” ‘This is followed by the statement 
that “‘owner would like to have a lost 
watch returned.” 

In another column of the paper is an ac- 
count of the return of Napoleon from 
Egypt, this piece fof news being dated 
London, October 27, 1799, while the date of 
the paper was January 4, 1800. This shows 
the miserable news service of those days 
before the advent of the steamship or the 
cable, sitxy-nine days being consumed in 
the passage of this piece of news across 
the Atlantic. 

This relic of the days of the stately quad- 
rille and proud colonial sires and matrons 
is exceedingly interesting, especially consid- 
ering the fact that ninety-eight years have 
elapsed since its printing and that as each 
day rolls by the discovery of a relia of this 
kind becomes less and less frequent.

There is one hope for the cities situated 
\ike Atlanta, and that is the interstate com- 
merce commission has taken the wrong 
legal position So many times in the past, 
that history mfay repeat itself. There are 

at least five cases pending, all brought and 
prosecuted for the purpose of depriving 
different southern cities of the benefits of 
competitive rail rates, The Atlanta case is 
really a combination of three cases. Then 
there are cases involving the rates_to Chat- 
tanooga and Nashville, to Macon, Charles- 
ton and Savannah, What are known 
as the Summerville and the Chattanooga 
cases have been decided by the United 

States circuit courts on the line of the 
commissicn’s contention, On the other 
hand, the Griffin case was decided by the 
circuit court against the commission, Judge 
Speer folowing in that case the decision ef 
the United States Supremg court in the 
‘Troy, Ala., case. Another case is pending 
before Judge Speer, the one heard last 
week at Savannah, and there is one before 
Judge Newman, 

Mr, L. A. Shaver, counsel for the com- 
missioners, filed his brief in the Atlanta 
case a few days ago. His argument is 
directed against what is known as “‘the 
southern trade center’ system of railroad 
rates. Jir. Shaver, in seeking to enforce 
the ission’s views and policy, would 
ignore the commercial advantages of At- 
‘lanta and, so far as possible, deprive her 
of the benefits of that competition, to se- 
cure Which she -has invested a ereat 
amount of capital and donated valuable 
franchises, He concedes nothing to rail 
competition. If one point has a dozen 
railroads and another has only one rail- 
toad, the commission would maka rates 
tothe highly competitive point higher than 
‘f0 the non-competitive point, if the dis- 
lance to the former were only twenty miles 
Gteater than to the latter. 

Roads Make Competition. 

Atlanta has practically twelve railroad 
outlets, although there are but seven sys- 
temMSs—the Atlanta and West Point, Cen- 
fal of Georgia, Georgia railroad, SGea- 
board Air-Line, Southern railway, Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern, and the Western 
and Atlantic. The Southern includes lines 
to Washington, Brunswick, Fort Valley, 
Columbus, Birmingham and Chattanooga.

Yet Mr. Smith approves the existing 
rate system-in the south, declaring that it 
fs not unjust to the smaller points and is 
the result of competitive conditions which 
the carriers cannot control. 

This is where the roads and the comm is- 
sion differ, the latter Saying that the 
southern roads do make unjust discrimina- 
“ions and they declare they go not. 

Where’s the Benefit? 

Mr. Shaver declares that the competition 
at Atlanta ts not of a character to warraht 
the railrofds charging less from the east 
or west here than to some intermediate 
point. 

He insists that the circumstances and con- 
ditions here and at Marietta and LaGrange 
are not substantially dissimilar. 

In the Social Circle case the supreme 
court said that the interests of the com- 
munity from which the traffic is shipped 
and the community to which the traffic is 
shipped, are to be considered as well as the 
interests of the carriers. In these cases 
now pending. the interests of the Atlanta 
and the other distributing points are iden- 
tical with those of the carriers. To show 
that the non-competitive points are un- 
justly discriminated against, Mr. Shaver 
cites witnesses who testify that Atlanta 
merchants sell goods at Stone 
Mountain, Covington, Acworth, Car- 
tersville, etc., in competition 
with the local merehants. He does not men- 
tion the fact that Atlanta merchants also 
#ell in south Georgia, Florida, South Car- 
Olina, Alabama and right up to the doors 
of Memphis. Yet Memphis has lower rates 
from thé east than Atlanta has. On first- 
Class freight from New York the Memphis 
rate is 14 cents per 100 pounds lower than 
the Atlanta rate. On first-class the differ- 
ence is 2 certs in favor of Memphis, 

Under the rates as they now stand, At- 
lanta can compete with Cincinnati, Louis- 
Ville or Chicago at Marietta, Cartersville 
and certain other intermediate points, If 
the system of rates desired by the commis- 
@ion was ‘put in force, Cincinnati, Louls- 
ville and Chicago would have an advantage 
over Atlanta at intermediate points and the 
jobbing houses in those cities would be 
able tu sell at intermediate points in com- 
petition with the local merchants, while 
Atlanta would be handicapped to the ex- 
tent of the difference in freight charges, 
The Cartersville or Newnan merchant can 
get just the same rates to Atlanta that the 
Atlanta merchant pays. So far as present 
rates go, the Cartersville merchant bas 
just as fair a chance to sell in Atlanta as 
the Atlanta merehant has to sell in Carters- 
ville. The real advantage is with the mer- 


-¢€Hant who has the largest capital. 


Mr. Shaver quotes Mr. Aldace F. Walker, 
formerly a member of the commission, who 
€ave it as his opinion that if the ruilroads 
of the south would adopt the commission's 
theory they would make more money. 
Judge Severens, in the Chattanooga case, 
was “‘very strongly inclined to the same 
belief.’ Mr. Shaver suggests that the roads 
would keep out of finaneial trouble by pur- 
suing the policy advocated by the commis- 
sion. It does seem strange that the rail- 
way managers continue to pursue a policy 
which barely sustains them if they could 
change it and increase their revenues, 

Perhaps one reason the railway managers 
have so long refused to follow the advice 
of the commission is that those members 
being lawyers have had no practical expe- 
rience in railroading. 

The commissioners say to the 
“Your system is entirely wrong.’’ 
they add: 

“Adopt our theory and you will prosper.”’ 

An Ex-Commissioner’s Views. 


But as Mr. Shaver relies strongly on 
what Mr. Aldace Walker said in the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad case, it is 
interesting to read what Mr. Walker said 
subsequently, when he had more chorough- 
ly studied the southern rate system. In 
an article published in The Forum in May, 
1891, Mr. Walker said: 

“It is only fair to add that in the south- 
ern states there has been less complaint 
that the sections of the law which forbid 
urjust discriminations between shippers, 
and which require the maintenance of 
tariff rules have not been obeyed. 

“In its present form, the act might well 
be entitled: ‘An act to promote railway 
bankruptcies and consolidations by driving 
weak roads out of competitive business.’ 

“In fact, however, this provision (that a 
carrier shall not charge more for a short 
haul than for a long one) was merely the 
statement of what should be prima facie 
evidence of an undue preference or advan- 
tage,in a single aspect of that hydra-headed 
OVE. « There were many cases, how- 
ever, in which the application of the rule 
was felt by carriers to be a grievous bur- 
den, and some in which it appeared that 
it would imply serious financial disaster. 
It was soon perceived that the section did 
not contain, as was at first supposed, a 
hard and fast rule, but that {ts applica- 
tion was limited by the words, ‘under sub- 
stantially similar cricumstances and condi- 
tions.” The construction of that phrase 
became the pivot.about which discussion 
turned. The result reached was in accord 
with the construction previously given to 
similar language, and the ‘conditions’ in 
respect to which similarity should exist 
were taken to include the competition of 
other carriers chiefly those not subject to 
the law.” 

Blights Interior Points. 

Mr. Walker goes on to say that the 
operation of the long and short haul section 
has removed from many jobbing centers im- 
portant advantages which they previously 
had, ‘Interior manufacturing points have 
also felt its blight. In other words, it has 
worked to the advantage of the great 
points of fmportation, production and dis- 
tribution (such as New York, Philadelphia 
and Cincinnati) and to the disadvantage of 
the minor cities and towns (such as At- 
lanta) which-had formerly been known as 
jobbing points or trade centers within the 
various states in the interior of the coun- 
try. This tendency soon became so marked 
that the jobbers in some of the states 
labored for, ami in some instances were 
able to obtain, stats legislation which was 
designed, and which had the effect, to 
partially nullify the principles of the inter- 
state commerce law.’’ 

Writing in The Forum for April, 1894, on 
the question, ‘‘Has the Interstate commerce 
law been beneficial?’’ Mr. Walker says that 
three-fourths of the cases where a com- 
plaint could be made under the fourth 
eection, it disappeared with the adoption of 
the interstate commerce act. He adds: 
“And those examples only have since re- 
rrained which are believed to be fairly 
justifiable under the law, and substantially 
right in view of traffic conditions. This 
change was felt to be a great burden by 
the roads, but it was welcome to the pub- 
lic; and it has undouwbtedly proved bene- 
ficial to the jobbing interesis of our great 
commercial ceaters. Miner distributing 
points, however, in some cases from this 
cause have lost control of the market in 
what they were wont to call their ‘tribu- 
tary territory.’ In this matter the gain 
of one part of the business community is 
necessarily the loss of another part. 

“The statement cannot be denied that 
since the passage of the interstate law the 
constant effort of traffic managers has been 
to secure justice to the shippers by their 
respective lines, and to obtain for each 
locality the relative position to which it is 
fairly entitled.’’ 

And Mr. Walker is a believer in the 
fundamental principles of the interstate 
commerc> act and in the propricty of 
federal legislation upon this subject. i

In a recent publication, “Social Facts and 
Forces,” Rev. Washington Gladden, pas- 
tor of the First. Congregational church, of 
Columbus, O., brings out with strong em- 
phasis the relation of the Christian church 
to the present disordered condition of socl- 
ety. 

The author tells us that the social 
ganism, fike every othér organism. fs 
pendent for its healthy condition upon co- 
operation and reciprocity. He thinks the 
state, if rightly conceived and administered, 
might be the means of bringing about the 
unification of society, but as the state 
stands today it Is an instrument of spolia- 
tion, and the partisan spirit prevails, rath- 
er than the desire for the common good. 

Therefore he holds that the state is inad- 
eauate to draw the classes into a closer 
relationship. Here, he says, is where the 
Christian church should find her mission. 
For it must be a spiritual force that is to 
stop the present disintegrating tendencies 
of society, and bring about harmonious 
unity. 

While the function of the Christian 
church should in no sense be under esti- 
mated. I think that we must look primarti- 
ly for the solution of these problems out- 
Side the realms of creeds and@ legisation. 

We must get back to first principles and 
begin with the individual. One of our 
greatest thinkers deciares that this atti-

Why called pious or godly? Because of his 
Jove and reverence to his old father, An- 
chises, as shown by carrying him on his

Honor thy father and mother that. thy 
days may be long! China still lives and that 
for no other reason, by common consent, 
than for her cistinguished filial reverence 
and love. Nature has engraven this law on 
the heart of the lower animals, which we 
eee Wijle youmg subject to those who 
prought them forth. The words of inspira- 
tion chime in precisely with the laws of 
nature. Hear the words of the wise man: 
“My son, keep thy father’s commandments 
and forsake not the law of thy mother. 
Bind them continually about thy heart and 
tie them about thy neck.’’ And then Listen 
to the note of warning from Agur: ‘‘The 
eye that mocKeth at his father and despis- 
eth to obey his mother the ravens of the 
valley shall pluck it out and the young 
eagies shall eat it.’’ 

When God made political laws for Israel 
He commanded that the stubborn and re- 
bellious child should be stoned and he that 
curseth father or mother shall surely be 
put to death.

This is not all. You will never become 
old enough to be at liberty to disregard the 
perental wish. 

Look at David after he was old enough 
to slay Goliath, going home and attending 
to the sheep for his father. See Joseph, 

when he heard his old father had arrived 
in Goshen, how he hastens to meet him 
and look at him while “he falls on his 
neck and weeps a good while.’’ Solomon in 
all his royal dignity,when he sees his moth- 
er coming, leaves his seat, leads her along 
end places her beside him on the throne. 
Christ amid the agonies of crucifixion, 
shews His filial love to His mother. 

First, then, my voung friends, honor, 
love and obey your parents, if you would 
be happy and prosperous, and at no age 
let your love to them grow cold. Keep off 
the streets at night, and devote your ener- 

#Bies to some useful employment, mental 
or manual. Idleness is the @evil’s work- 
shop.

It can’t be over-satisfactory or congratu- 
latory to the biggest boasting manufactur- 
ing nation in the world, to be obliged to 
call on her foreign rivals for machinery 
needed by her own government. Yet, this 
is exactly the position of the British gov- 
ernment today. The inability of the Eng- 
lish firms to make four locomotives. for 
urgent military purposes in lower Egypt 
within an earlier period than four and a 
half months resulted in a contract being 
recently piaced with the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works, of -Philadelphia, with the 
result that the four locomotives. were 
finished and ready for shipment in just 
thirty-one days, or in one-fifth the time 
required by the Enelishmen. Not only 
this. but the Baldwins state that had more 
urgency been required, they could have 
completed the British government’s locomo- 
tives in a much shorter time. It may be, 
and probably was. that the recent losing 
strike of the British machinists, waging 
their useless war against the introduction 
of modern machinery, had much to do wiih 
the time limit of the Engiish firms: but 
it must be remembered that we are Hable 
to have strikes in this country. The faci 
is, we are not hampered by tradition. It 
has been the boast of the old country, that 
our wares being hastily made, were infe- 
rior to theirs. We confess that in articles 
in which hand labor enters most largely 
into construction, we cannot compete with 
the cheap labor of the foreigner. But 
yankee ingenuity ig very apt to neutralize 
this by inventing a machine to do it bet- 
ter. It looks very strange to twentieth 
century -people to paralyzing 
waged against new and improved methods 
of doing things. The recent engineers’ 
strike in England cost to the strikers and 
their employers over £530,000,00 dead loss. 
Nor is this all. Work that naturally would 
have gone to Engiish machjnists, necessa- 
rity sought ther and fdretgn makers, 
which alert to take advanfige of the de- 
moralized condition of th? English manu- 
facturers doubtless petal favorably 
in price and quality, s probably divert- 
ing millions itn work fore being done 
at home. Doubtless Ahis may have largely 
influenced the Baldwins in their work. for 
the British goyernt , but just as doubt- 
less, they have practicaliy demonstrated 
their ability to do such work quite as weil 
and in greatly jess time than the English 
or any other nation. 


Manufacturing for Export. 

The opponents of, protection who vehe- 
mently assail the tariff as bottling up 
American manufacturers by imposing high 
duties on imported free material, are either 
grossiy ignorant or glaringly deceptive 
The truth is that on all materials imported 
to be used in manufacture of goods for 
export, the government allows and pays a 
rebate or drawback of 99 per cent of the 
original duties paid on such imported ma- 
terial; and this does not apply to articles 
made solely of imported material, but 
where any imported materials enters into 
the manufacture. Many American manufac- 
turers through this wise provision of the 
evisting tariff act, are successfully compet- 
ing in foreign markets. This provision is 
not as widely known aud understood by 
America. nanufacturers as it should be. 
Our home r sources for raw material: the 
superiority of our skilled labor; the prac- 
tical exemption from high governmental 
taxation; the ease and cheapness of living 
all combine to produce things cheaply, pay 
bett weges than any country im the 
world, and at the same time open the

world’s markets to our wares. We need 
ali the home manufactories we can get, 
not alone to supply our own wants, but 
to make a large surplus to meet the de- 
mands of outside countries. By keeping out 
goods) 6cof = pauper’ ._— labor we en- 
able not only our own wage-earners 
to be self-respecting and independent, but 
by better work begetting better goods, 
we are forging our way to outside markets. 
This rebate or drawback imposing only a 
nominal, net duty of 1 per cent on’ imported 
raw material, is certainly no bar to our 
progress and no hardship to our manufac- 
turers, Every manufacturer should know it 
and act on it. 


American Railway Exports. 

There has just been received by the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, of Philadel- 
phia, one of the most extensive orders rec- 
ordered on the books of the company for 
many months, involving, as it does, an 
expenditure of about $600,000. The contracts, 
which call for fifty-nine locomotives of 
varying types, are, with one exception, all 
from foreign countries, and will necesst- 
tate an early increase in the working force 
of the big plant. Included in the order is 
one for twenty-two locomotives, ten pas- 
senger and twelve freight, for the Firiland 
State Railway, sixteen freight and eight 
passenger engines for the Central railway 
of Brazil, ten freight locomotives for the 
Grand Trunk’ railway of Canada, one pas- 
senger locomotive for the Norwegian State 
railway and one rack engine, Abt system, 
for Cia Penoles, Mexico. 


How We Do It. 

The machinery in the new bar mill at 
Elwood, Ind., is automatic, with hydraulic 
pressure. Six men are required to operate 
a mill. The mill has a capacity of 400 tons 
uf steel bars every twenty-four hours, and 
manufactures a steel bar seventy-five feet 
long in fifty seconds. 


Liquid Products of Wood. 

Over 60 per cent of wood may be convert- 
ed into liquid. The strongest hydraulic 
pressure would not squeeze one-half of 1 
per cent of moisture from dry wood; but 
by yutting the same material into an iron 
retort and converting it into charcoal by 
means of heat, the gases and smoke, to 
the extent of fully 65 per cent of the 
weight of the wood, may be condensed 
into pyroligneous acid, from which are 
obtained wood alcohol, acetate of lime, 
and wood tars. A cord of wood weighing 
4,000 pounds produces about 2,650 pounds of 
pyroligneous acid and 700 pounds of char- 
coal. The pyroligneous acid from one cord 
of wood produces nine gallons of 82 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, 200 pounds of ace- 
tate of lime and about twenty-five gallons 
of tar, besides thirty-five bushels of char- 
coal. After the pyroligneous acid jis neu- 
tralized with lime the wood alcohol is dis- 
tilled off, the lime holding the acetic acid 
in golution. After the separation of the 
wood spirit, the remaining l.quid is boiled 
down in pans to a sugar, which is dried 
and becomes the acetate of lime in com- 
merece. Acetate of lime is used for making 
acetic acid. Fully three-fifths of all the 
wood aleohol and acetate of lime produced 
in the world are made in the United 
States. A considerable quantity is also pro- 
duced in Sweden, and at the exhibition now 
being held in Stockholm specimens may 
be seen. Over 15,000 acres of forest per year 
are cleared in the United States. Wood al- 
cohol affords a perfect substitute for grain 
aicohol for manufacturing and mechanical 
purposes, and at less than one-third the 
cost. It is used principally as a solvent 
in the making of shellac varnish and in 
making celluloid and photographic paper. 
It makes beautiful @ye tints, is antiseptic, 
and is used for liniments and for skin-rub- 
bing in bathhouses, 


Preserving Good Roa<s. 

The effect of wide tires on roads has 
been shown clearly on a street in Spring- 
yiacd, Mass., over which heavy quarry 
Wagons are driven. The road was former- 
ly badly cut up, but a number of years 
ago it was given a heavy surface coat of 
gravel with the understanding that wide 
tires should be put on the wagons carrying 
the quarry stone. This was done, the tires 
being four to five inches wide, and since 
that time the street has been in good con- 
dition, although little has been done on it.

The Peach.

To 
shelter the buds at the time of flowering 
branches cut from other green trees are 
placed among the upper boughs, or they 
are covered with mosquito netting or other 
material with meshes large enough to give 
passage to light and air; or simply devised 
shelters of straw are laid over them.

The Art of Fire Building. 


To start a fire properly requires a judai- 
cious compound of orderliness and good 
judgment, and Sallie Joy White has form- 
ulated the following rules for the beginner 
in “The Art of Building a Fire,” in the 
February Woman’s Home Companion. 
“The first thing to be @one is to remove 
all the covers from the stove, and brush 
all the ashes from the top of the inside 
into the firebox: this keeps the stove in 
constant cleanliness making the 
heat channel clear. Then replace the cov- 
ers and close the dampers. This is done to 
prevent the fing dust from escaping when 
the contents of the firebox are empiied into 
the pan. Many thoughtiess persons neg- 
lect this precaution, and then wonder where 
all the dust comes from that covering 
everything in the kitchen. When the stova 
has been closed as tightly as possible, turn 
over ‘the great, letting the contents fall into 
the ashpan below. Clean the grate of any 
clinging substance, then turn it back to its 
place. Brush out oven after the dust 
has ceased to rise, and then it will be clean 
for uSe and free from dust when you are 
ready to bake in it. temove the ashes 
and cinders and sift them. This should al- 
ways be done before the fire is lighted, for 
ashes are left in the pan sparks and 
lighted coa!s will drop into them, and it is 
then very unsafe to remove them, unless 
you have a fireproof ash receiver. ae
